Program.

1. I aman attorney duly licensed to practice before this court, and I am 
counsel for petitioner/plaintiff herein. I submit this affidavit in response to 


respondents'/defendants' suggestion that this court has no jurisdiction of this case. 


2. Your deponent, together with Attorney Philip B.Abramowitz, was first 
retained by petitioner when petitioner was confined to the Erie County Holding Center. 
Although petitioner was able to make bail on the charge of possession of a small 
amount of marijuana on which he had been originally arrested, he was unable to secure 
release from jail because of a Marine Corps AWOL detainer that was placed upon him. 

3. Your deponent was informed by petitioner and by members of his family 
that petitioner's father was confined to Our Lady of Victory Hospital and was dying 
‘of cancer, having only a short time to live. Your deponent confirmed that fact with 


the father's doctor, Edwin Tomaka, M.D., of Lackawanna, New York. 
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|} — 4e On May Sth, 1976, before this information could be confirmed.in writing 


and forwarded with a request for the granting of emergency leave status, petitioner's

| father died. 
| 5e On that date, your deponent spoke twice with respondent/defendant- 

| Captain Miller. In the first of these conversations, your deponent informed Captain 


Miller that petitioner's father had died, suggested that confirmation of this could

court is the Government's motion to dismiss for lack of 


jurisdiction on the grounds that the plaintiff is not in 


custody in the Western District of New York and that 
plaintiff has failed to exhaust his administrative reme- 


dies. There is no need at this time for a detailed de- 


scription of the facts. 
The Supreme Court has held that habeas corpus 


jurisdiction does not exist in a district court unless 


the “custodian” is within the district court's territory. 
The Government argues that the plaintiff's “custodian” is 


his superior at his home base, Camp LeJeune, North 


Carolina. The plaintiff contends that Marine Captain 

E. D. Miller, based in Buffalo, is his present immediate 
custodian, and that, alternatively, the plaintiff's con-

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jurisdiction. The plaintiff's argument has some merit. 
See Emma v. Armstrong, 473 F.2d 656, 657-656 (lst Cir. 
1973), cert. denied, 414 U.S. 870 (1973); Hoover v. Kern, 
466 F.2d 543 (Sth Cir. 1972). 

With regard to the exhaustion of administrative 
remedies, the Government contends that plaintiff should 
proceed within the military under 10 U.8.C. §§938, 1552 
to request the relief he seeks. Ina similar case, the 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals has ruled that “(w)here 
no emergency, hardship or futility exception is present 
in a case where an enlisted man claims breach by a branch 
of the military services of his enlistment contract," it 
is proper to require resort to §1552 before requeating 
relief in the federal courts. Seepe y. Department of the 
Navy, 518 F.2d 760, 761 (6th Cir. 1975). But in this case, 
plaintiff alleges hardship. In addition, all necessary > 
witnesses appear to be within the immediate area, and no 
particular administrative expertise is involved in consid- 
ering the question the plaintiff has raised.

DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR, WAGNER: 
Sergeant Koponen, I would like you, sir, to tell us 
what your occupation is? 
I am a Marine Corps Recruiter. 
Approximately, sir, how long have you been a recruiter 
for the Marine Corps? 
Two years. 
And approximately how long have you been in the Marine 


Corps? 


For pay purposes, it is fifteen years. 


And you hav2 held various duties in the Marine Corps, 


Willi you tell us what some of those have been? 
Drum and Bugle Corps instructor, musician, music 


instrument repairman, machine gunner, rifleman and also 
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recruiter. 

Now, Sergeant, as a recruiter I would like you to 
explain what your functions are generally to the Court. 
Well, the main function as a recruiter is to find 
qualified applicants and perform the duties for enlist- 
ment into the Marine Corps. 

Can you tell us how you go about doing that, where you 
operate from? 

Well, yes, my main station is in Hamburg, New York and 
what we do is we have a call from high school lists or 
referrals from other people that we have enlisted before 
Once we get them in the office, we give them the 
standard presentation and after the presentation after 
they like the Marine Corps story, we take them up and 
give them the test, and after the test, if they are 
qualified, then we proceed making out the paperwork, 
After the paperwork we take them for a physical and 
after the physical they enlist and they either leave 
that day or they are put on a delayed program for six 
months. 

Sergeant, do you have any quota that you are expected 
to meet as a recruiter? 

Oh, yes. 

Can you explain what that is, sir? 


Our quota is the number of people who are supposed to 
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leave that month and we also have productivity. That 
is a Marine recruiter puts 2.5 men per month in the 
Marine Corps.
